COL. HUTCHINS PAYS 
TRIBUTE TO PRIVATE. 


HE AND JUSTICE OLNEY ARE 
CHIEF SPEAKERS AT PASA- 
DENA BANQUET. 


Col. Charles F. Hutchins,’ com- 
mander of the One Hundred and 
Sixtieth Infantry, and Justice War- 
ren Olney of the State Supreme 
Court, were the chief speakers last 
night at the annual banquet of the 
Pasadena Board of Trade held at 
the Huntington, Oak Knoll. 

Col. Hutchins paid a glowing 
tribute to the soldiers, saying that 
the war was won not by the gener- 
als and other high officers, but by 
the privates, noncommissioned of- 
ficers and junior officers.

David Wark Griffith’s mastery of : 
the techniques of the motion-pic- 
ture play has been proved so often, 


and in so many ways, that any new 
attempt at an exposition of his 
genius would be a task of imper- 
tinence at this late day. A few of 
his photoplay spectacles have been 
so big and so important that they 
have touched a point in the new 
art of the motion picture so high 
that it will remain difficult for his 
successors, for years to come, to go 
beyond it. 

When “The Birth of a Nation” 
ed on an astonished 
world it was one of the greatest 
sensations of the day. Everybody 
Went to see it, not once but many 
times, and comment upon it, both 
for and against, was uttered freely 
by the people, the pulpit and the 
Press.
